ICE CREAM, ICE MILK 
OR JUST ICE? 

Do you know how one differs 
from another? Or just what’s 
meant by sherbet, frozen pudding, 
mousses, frappe? If not, here’s a 
guide to what you can get when 
you order: 

Ice Cream:— Its principal ingred¬ 
ients are cream and unsalted but¬ 
ter (milk fat). There is a minimum 
standard for the amount of milk 
fat in ice cream. Additional ingred¬ 
ients are sugar, flavoring, and 
various forms of milk such as dry 
and condensed milk. 

Ice Milk:— has less milk fal than 
ice cream, usually contains only 
three to seven per cent. For this 
reason, it cant legffly be called 
ice cream, so is sold under a 
variety of trade names. Its consis¬ 
tency is usually softer than ice 
cream’s. 

French Ice Cream:— Also called 
frozen custard, French custard, 
New York or parfait ice cream — 
has about the same milk-fat con¬ 
tent as ordinary ice cream, but 
eggs are added before the mixture 
is frozen. 

Dietetic Ice Cream:— has few 
calories, may contain a sugar sub¬ 
stitute. Diabetic ice cream must 
contain a sugar substitute, may 
not contain natural sugars, but 
otherwise is the same as regular 
ice cream. 

Pisque:— is ice cream to which 
the manufacturer has added a 
bakery product, such as ladyfingers. 
Frozen Pudding:— richer ice cream 
with more fruit content than the 
usual fruit flavored kind. 

Baked Alaska:— a cake base filled 
with ice cream and topped with 
meringue. The confection is brown¬ 
ed in a hot oven, sometimes serv¬ 
ed aflame. 

Mousse: — is richer than ordinary 
ice cream. It consists of pure whip¬ 
ping cream blended with sugar, 
flavoring and sometimes fruits and 
nuts, than frozen in a mold. 
Tortoni:— or biscuit tortoni — is 
a vanilla mousse, usually topped 
with crumbled nuts.

The public attitude toward the police, states 
RCMP Commissioner George B. McClellan, is contri¬ 
buting to the increase in crime, is making it more 
difficult for the police to do the job for which they 
are paid, is making it more difficult to attract good 
men into police work. 

“There has never been a time in the history of 
law enforcement in the Western world,” Commis¬ 
sioner McClellan said in a Toronto speech, “when 
those of us whom you have retained to protect you 
were more in need of the backing and support of the 
courts, the legal profession, the teaching profession 
and, above all, the general public. But there has 
hardly been a time when police have been sujected to 
more criticism, more abuse, or more frustration than 
at present.” 

Two examples of harmful public attitudes were 
cited by the commissioner. One concerned those citi¬ 
zens who refuse to help the police because they don’t 
want to get involved, or don’t want to be bothered — 
as in the case of the witness to a crime who was re¬ 
luctant to testify because, “after all, the police get 
paid to find out these things without bothering in¬ 
nocent people.” The other concerned those citizens 
who downgrade the police even when they need their 
help — as in the case of the Woman who, reporting 
that her house had been ransacked, to the police, “if 
you are coming in uniform, please use the back door.” 

Even more damaging to society is the common 
practice of publicising and glamorizing the criminal, 
as in the recent Montreal jailbreak of suspected drug 
smuggler Lucien Rivard. By contrast, the commis¬ 
sioner commented, there was almost no public notice 
of the fate of 24-year-old Constable Amey of the 
RCMP, who was shot and killed on a Newfoundland 
street while endeavouring to arrest four prisoners 
who had escaped from penitentiary. 

“The police,” said Commissioner McClellan, “are 
in the front line in the war against crime. They know 
what they are up against and they are not encouraged 
when they find so frequently that they, rather than 
the criminal, are regarded in some quarters as the 
enemy of society.” Nor is the policeman a person 
apart. He is society: “When he is assaulted, society as 
a whole is assaulted. When he dies on some dark 
street, society is sprawled down there on the dirty 
pavement with him. When he exceeds his authority, 
bring him up short. But when he is doing, as most of 
us are, a tough, thankless and frequently dangerous 
job for you and all you hold dear, for God’s sake get 
off his back.” 

Finally, Commissioner McClellan expressed the 
opinion that while there can be no argument about 
the proprietry of the public’s concern for the protec¬ 
tion of civil rights, society also has the right to be 
protected against its enemies. That is an opinion that 
seems to go beyond the matter of crime for gain into 
the field of treason and subversion — an area where 
the RCMP men must often feel that they are unjustly 
charged with being the enemy rather than the pro¬ 
tector of society.

Agriculturist 


POTATO PLANTING 

With the potato planting season 
approaching, it is important to 
select good disease-free seed. 

As wilh other crops, the potato 
crop can be no better than the 
seed. The “seed piece" is actually 
a vegetative port which carries all 
the good features of the parent 
plant as well as such undesirable 
factors as disease. 

According to J. B. Gurba, super¬ 
visor of Crop Protection and Pest 
Control, the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture has been operating 
a disease control program for 25 
years in co-operation with com¬ 
mercial potato growers, the in¬ 
dustry and the federal government. 

Commercial growers in special 
"Pest Areas.” says Mr. Gurba, are 
required to obtain a planting per¬ 
mit before planting potatoes to 
facilitate field inspection and con¬ 
trol disease. The “Pest Areas” 
coincide with the major producing 
districts and include the munici¬ 
palities of Edmonton, Calgary, 
Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, Strath- 
cona, Stony Plain, Sturgeon, 
Rocky View and all the irrigated 
districts. 

Commercial growers are defined 
as those growing more than one- 
quarter acre of potatoes for sale. 
Planting permits are available, 
free of charge, from Department 
offices within each area. 

With potatoes currently at a 
high price, there may be a ten¬ 
dency to use culls or inferior 
seed. This is false economy, says 
Mr. Gurba, since neither our local 
nor export markets will accept 
poor quality. Potential seed buyers 
should also be aware that most of 
the table potatoes on the market 
have been treated with a sprout 
inhibitor to enhance their keeping 
qualities and will not grow if 
planted. 

The Provincial Department of 
Agriculture supplies information on 
approved seed sources and produc¬ 
tion problems. Disinfecting services 
are available at cost from the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture 
or local municipal districts and 
counties.
